When periodicals fail to come with- 
lin this definition they will face a 
tariff of 15 cents a pound or a mini-

LARGE AREAS _ 
NEAR PROVOST 


Worst Storm in History of 
District Does Terrible 


Damage

PROVOST. Alta Aug. 20 The 


most violent heil storm ever witnessed 
in the Provost territory occurred Wed- 
nesday evening 

The hail commenced to fall west of 
Metiskow breaking windows in that 
town and in Cadogan In the Provost 
district the storm ran southeast over 
a width of about six miles and 50 
miles long Fourteen telephone line 
are out of commission entirely, with 
hundreds of poles knocked down two 
miles west of Provost, Hail is piled up 
over a culvert ! feet above the 
grade, making a depth in all six 
fect Traffic is impossible through 
two road allowances west of town be- 
cause of the depth the hall, 
GARAGE DEMOLISHED 

At Roy Norem’s, west of Provost 
the hail completely demolished a 
garage, blowing one side of it over a 
house, All the windows on every side 
were smashed, chickens were killed 
and a 150-pound anvil was moved 
more than a rod along the ground 
‘Two stave lock granaries made of two- 
inch material were also piled into 
splinters, and the top of a windmill 
on a neighboring farm was blown off 

A large slough west of the town 
comprising about twenty acres, that 
hadn't had water in for twelve years 
was filled up four feet deep. A stray 
jackrabbit, unable to find shélter, was 
caught in a barbed wire fence and cut 
to ribbons 

The hail went as far east and south 


of 


as the Rosenheim district, south of 
Hayter, in many cases cleaning the 
crops out one hundred per cent 


Up till this last storm, Provost had 
estimated on having as good a crop 
as anywhere, but this will spoil any 
chance of that 

Three years ago 
almost an unheard thing in this 
Last year four different 
storms hit the district very hard, and 
this year last night's storm was the 
third and the worst

Its former enemies have pursued the 
incomprehensible policy of demanding 
that Germany pay a sum which it could 
not pay in any case, and at the same time 
of barring their frontiers against German 
Having neither gold with which to 
pay nor markets for exports, Germany 
took the only course possible. It borrow- 
ed to pay the reparations demands, until 
the inevitable end of a borrowing policy 
arrived, and resulted in the London con- 
ference and the Wiggin committee 

It has taken thirteen years to convince 
the former Allies that they cannot get 
money out of an empty purse with a fence 
around it. That their bankers have now 
undertaken to show them the futility of 
the course is ground to hope that it will be 
abandoned, and the committee urges them 
to lose no time in abandoning it. 

There is in this report an arraignment 
also of the mania for tariff-building that 
has afflicted the world since the close of 
the war, choked its commerce, and creat- 
ed obstructions which must be removed if 
trade is to revive and the nations to know 
better times. In strangling Germany's 
foreign trade the Allies have also stran- 
gled their own, barred exports by barring 
imports, and are now’ engaged in the sorry 
business of looking for foreign markets 
which do not exist. The report of the 
committee should have a sobering effect

Such a course would guard against 
much of the distressing modern bewilder- 
ment and the resultant mental abnormali- 
ties.

Migraine 
Question: Mrs, W. L. asks: “What 
causes migraine? I have been told 


that there is no cure for it, Is that 
a fact?” 

Answer: Migraine is the name given 
to periodic headaches which occur 
only on one side of the head at a time. 
It is due to various disturbances of the 
nervous system, and from the com- 
mon cause of toxemia which is usual- 
ly present with all headaches except 
those resulting from accident, Colitis, 
constipation and extreme prolapsus of 
the abdominal organs are also con- 
tributing causes. 


Pain After Amputation 


Question: R. K. writes: “A friend 
mine had his arm amputated at 
the shoulder about five years ago 
Some time after this he began to 
complain of pains in that arm and 
sald that he felt as though the hand 
and wrist were hurting him, Do you 
think this is possible? Someone said 
that the reason was because the 
amputated arm was buried in a 
cramped position Could this be 
possible? A doctor operated on the 
stump as he said some of the nerves 
were bound down, The pain, however, 
has not become less since this last 
operation, What would you advise?” 


Answer: The position in which your 
friend's amputated arm was buried 
has nothing to do with his present 
pain. There is no doubt that the 
nerves which formerly supplied your 
friends arm are irritated probably 
near the nerve ends. This irritation 
is recorded in the brain in the same 
place that formerly recorded the pain 
in his wrist or hand, and he feels as 
though the pain came from these 
regions. Sometimes this irritation ts 
produced by small tumors which grow 
on the nerve. In most cases they are 
produced by toxic irritation, which is 
somewhat similar to rheumatism. I 
could not determine which is the 
couse in his case without examining 
him, but since your friend has already 
tried the operation to relieve the nerve 
endings, 1 would suggest that he use 
the diet which I outline for neuritis. 
Also use hot packs or hot shower 
baths over the region of the shoulder 
and back in order to improve the 
circulation in that area, The hot 
shower can be taken from a half hour

Plant Changed 
Through X-Rays 


Into Perennial 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 

Associated Press Science Editor 
ITHACA, N. ¥., Aug. 20.-—In ex- 
periments to learn more about ef 


fects of x-rays upon evolution, an 
annual plant has been changed into 
a perennial at Cornell University. 
The annual has to be raised from 
seed yearly, while the perennial 
comes up each spring from roots, 

Although no x-rays are known in 
the process of evolution in nature, 
very similar short-wave radiation 
exists in rocks all over the earth's 
surface, so that the x-rays both give 
a picture of what is possibly happen- 
ing in nature, and also a new tool 
for use of the scientist. Later it may 
become useful for the horticuiturist 
and -ardener. 

The plant which changed its na- 
ture at Cornell is the euchlaena, the 
closest wild relative to corn. There 
are two species, Mexicana, the an- 
nual, and Perennis, the perennial, 

Scme of the seed was exposed to 
x-rays for a few minutes and then 
germinated, The young stalk began 
I'fe as an annual, but later on, while 
stil) < ung, it developed some of the 
appearances of a perennial, Then 
the annual portion dried up and dis- 
appeared, and the remaining stalk 
developed into a true perennial.
